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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-3, the term — A therapeutic or prophylactic agent — is vague and indefinite 
since it is not clear whether this agent causes frequent urination or urinary continence or 
whether it treats frequent urination or urinary incontinence. The applicants are 
suggested to use the following language for claim 1 : 

A method of treating frequent urination or urinary incontinence in a mammal in need 

thereof, comprising administering to said mammal a therapeutically effective amount of 

quinolinomorphinan derivative of the formula (I): 

For claim 2, the applicants are suggested to use the language: 

The method of claim 1 , wherein — . 

For claim 3, the applicants are suggested to use the language: 
The method of claim 2, wherein — . 

In claim 1 , line 5, the applicants are suggested to delete — ( — before wherein R1 . 
In claim 1, line 19, is the term — dioxoleno — correct? Is it defined in the specification? 
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In claims 1 and 2, lines 10 and 21 on page 36, it is not clear what is meant by --which 
substitutes on the peri-position—. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The instant method of treating frequent urination or urinary incontinence using instant 
compounds of formula (I) is allowable over the prior art since it is neither disclosed nor 
obvious over the prior art. In the prior art, the instant compounds of formula (I) are 
disclosed for treating cerebral disorders ( EP 0 91 1 334 , cited on applicants form 1449 
). However, there is no teaching, suggestion or motivation in the prior art to use these 
compounds for treating frequent urination or urinary incontinence.
